Must Be Two Litters a Year For Profit 

It is generally accepted that a sow has to raise at least 8 to $ pigs 
per litter and two litters per year to be profitable. It would not seem 
advisable to keep sows older than 3 years of age except in the case of 
exceptionally good breeders 

On the other hand there is no reason to dispose of good breeding 
sows before the age of about 3 years as is too often done in certain dis 
trict where sows are killed af their first litte:
